Ccafionally lighting upon this Di- 
O aloguc, under the Apprubation of a 

learned and judicious Divine, I was 
thereby induced to read it , and afterwards 
upon ſerious conſideration of the uſefulnefle 
of it, to commend it to the people in my 
publique Miniſtry. 

Two things in it eſpecially took with me: 
firſt the matter , the maine ſubſtance being 
diſtinly to diſcover the nature of the two 
Covenants, upon which all the myſteries 
both of the Law and Goſpell depend.To ſce 
the firſt {daw to be primes foderarrs, in 
the one, and the ſecond Adam in the other, 
to ' diſtinguiſh rightly berwixt the Law 
ſtanding alone as a Covenant, and ſtanding 
in ſubordination ro the Goſpel as a ſervant:

Secondly , the manner , becanſe ic is an 
Trenicum , and tends to an accomodation 
and a right underſtanding. Times of Refor- 
matien have'atyaies been rimes ef diviſion, 
Satan will ca{t out a floud after the wo-

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man, as knowing that more dye by the difa- 
greement of the humours of their owne bo- 
dies, than by the Sword, and that if men be 
once engaged, they will contend ; if not for 
truth, yet for victory, : 

Now if the Uifference be in things of leſ- 
ſer conſequence , the beſt way to quench it 
were ſilence, this was Lythers counſell gi- 
ven in an Epiſtle written to the Divines af- 
{embled in a Synod at Nerimberge, Meum 
conſiliem fuerit ( cum nullum ſet Eccleſia peri+ 
culum) ut hanc cauſam ſinatis, vel ad tempus 
ſopitam, (utinam extinithm ) jacere donee tu- 
tore, & meliorg tempore, anim in pace 
ts ; & charitate adunatis , cam diſpntatis.

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made this Covenantin the beginning with 
the firſt man Adaw, whilſt hee was in the 
firſt eſtate of integrity ; the ſame covenant 
God did repeat and make againe by Moſes, 
with the people of 1/-ac/. And Dr. Preſton 
faith, the Covenant of works runs in theſe 
termes , Do this and thos ſhalt live, and I will 
be thy God. This was the covenant which 
was made with Adaws, and the Covenant 
that is expreſſed by Adoſes in the Morall 
law. And Mr. Pemble ſaith , by the Cove- 
nant of works we underſtand that wee call 
in one word the Law, namely that means of 
bringing man te ſalvation, which is by per- 
fe& obedience unto the will of God; here- 
of there are alſo two ſeverall Adminiſtrati- 
ons, the firſt is, with Adam before his fall, 
when Immortality and happinefſe was 
promiſed to man, and confirmed by an ex- 
ternall Symbole of the tree of life , upon 
condition that hee continued obedient to 
God, as well in all other things as in that 
particular Commandment of not eating of 
the tree of knowledge of good and evill. 
The ſecond adminiſtration of this Cove- 
nant was the renewing thereof with the 1/-

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heart ; God revived the Law by a compen- 
dious and full declaration of all duties requ1- 
red of man towarggGod, of his neighbour, 
expreſled in calogue, according, to 
the tenour of which Law God entred into 
Covenant with the T/ractites, promiſing to 
be their God, in beſtowing upon them all 
bleſſings of life and happineſſe upon condi- 
tion that they would be his people, obeying 
all things that hee. had commanded ; which 
condition they accepted of , promiſing an 
abſolute obedience, Exod.

Therefore ic was needfull that the Lord 
ſhould deal with them after ſuch a manner, 
to drive them out of themſelves, & from all 
confidence in the work of the Law ; that ſo 
by faith in Chriſt they might obrain righte- 
ouſneſle and life. And juſt ſo did our Saviour 
alſo deal with that young expounder of the 
Law, Matthew 19. 16. who it ſeemeth was 
{ick of the ſame diſeaſe, Good Maſter (faith 
he ) What ſoall I doe that I may inherit _— 
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»all life * Hee doth not ( faith Calvin) fim- Indic, 
ply aske, which way, or by what means he p.40z- 
thould come to eternall life, but what good 
he ſhould do, to get it ; whereby it appears, 
that hee was a proud Juſtitiary, one that 
ſwelled in fleſhly opinion that he could keep 
the Law and bee ſaved by it, therefore he is 
worthjly ſent to the Law to worke himſclfe 
weary,and fo ſee nced to come to Chrilt for 
reſt, And thus you ſee that the Lord to the Walker en 
former promiſes made to the Fathers,added the cov- 
a fiery law which he gave from mount Sinas P55 
in thunder and lightning,and with a terrible 
voyce to the ſtubborne and ſtift-necked 1{- 
rae}, whereby to breake and tame them.and 
ro make them ſigh and long for the promis 
ſed Redeemer. 

Azt.. And Sir , did the Law produce this 
effect in them ? 

Evan, Yea indeed did it,as it will appear, 
If you conſider that although before the 
publiſhing of this Covenant, they were ex- 
ceeding proud and confident of their owne 
ſtrength ro do all that the Lerd would have 
them do; yet when the Lord came to deale 
with them , as men under the Covenant of 
works,in ſhewing himſelf s terrible Judge, _.

Ant. But Sit , was this every way the 
ſame covenant that was made With Abra- 
ham ? 

Evan. Surcly I doz beleeve that reve- 
rend Bubinger tpake very truly, when he ©9% $/6: 
ſaid, that GOD gave unto theſe people wy 
no other Religion, in nature, ſubſtance, 
and matter it {clf differing from che laws of 
vhcr Fathers, though for ſome reſpeRts _ 

I. 
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added thereunto many Ceremonies , and 
certaine Ordinances , the which hee did to 
keep their minds in expeRation of the com- 
ming of Chriſt , whom he had promiſed 
unto them ; and to confirme them in look- 
ing for him, leaſt they ſhould waxe faint ; 
And as the Lord did thus by the Ceremo- 
nies , as it were lead them by the hand to 
Chriſt,ſo did he make chem a promile of the 
Lind of Canaas, and outward proſperity in 
it, as a type of heaven, and eternall happt- 
neſle, ſo that the Lord dealt with them as 
children in their infancy, and under age,lea- 
ding them on by the help of earthly things, 
to heavenly and ſpiritual, becauſe they were 
but young and tender, and had not that 
meaſure and abundance of ſpirit which hee 
hath beſtowed upon his people now under 
the Goſpell. 

Amt. And Sir , doe you thinke that theſe 
Iſraelites at this time did ſee Chriſt , and 
ſalvation by him, in theſe Types and ſhad- 
dowes? 

Evan. Yea, there is no doubt but Meſes 
and the reſt of the beleevers among(t the 
Jews did ſee Chriſt in them, for ſaith godly 
Tindall , though all the Sacrifices and Cere- 
monies had a Star-light of Chriſt, yet ſome 
of them had the light of the broad day a lit- 
tle before the Sun rifing, and did expreſie

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him with the circumſtances and vertue of 
his death, ſo plainly. as if his paſſion had 
beene «Red upon a Scaffold, in ſo much 
ſaith hee; that I ai fully perſwaded, and 


cannot bur beleeve, that God had ſhewed 


Moſes the ſecrets of Chriſt , and the very 
manner of his death aforchand , and there- 


fore no doubt but that they offered their (a- 
crifices by faith in the Meſſiah (as the Apo- 
Rleceſtifieth of £bel) I ſay there is no que- 
ſtion but every ſpiricuall beleeving Jew, 
- When he brought his Sacrifice to be offered, 
and according to the Lords comand laid his 
hands upon it: whilſt it was yer alive,he did 
from his heart acknowledge, that hee him- 
ſelfe had deſerved to dic , but by the mercy 
of God he was faved,and his detert laid up- 
on the beaſt, and as that beaſt was to die, 
and be offered in factifice for him, ſo did he 
belceve that the Mcſſiah ſhould come and 
dic for him, upon whom he pur his hands, 
that is, laid all his iniquities by che hand of 
faith, So that as Beza ſaith, the Sacrifices 
were to them holy myſteries, in which, as 
in certain glaſſes, they did both ſee them- 
ſelves to their owne condetnnation before 
God, and alſo beheld the mercy of God in 
the promiſed Meſſiah, in time to be exhibi- 
ted ; And theretore faith Calviy, the facri- 
tices, and fatistaRory offerings were called

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Aſvemoath , which word properly ſignifieth 
ſinne it ſelfe, to ſhew that Jeſus Chriſt was 


to come and performe a perfe& expuation, 


by giving his owne fſoule to bee an Aſham, 
that is, a ſatisfactory oblation. 

Wherefore you may aflure your ſelfe, 
that as Chriſt was alwates ſet before the fa« 
thers in the Old Teſtam2nt , to whom they 
might direct their faith , and as God never 
put them in hope of any grace , or mercy, 
nor never ſhewed himſelte good unto them 
without Chriſt; even ſo the godly in the old 
Teſtament, knew Chriſt by whom they did 
injoy theſe promiſes of God, and were joy- 
ned to him. And indeed,the promiſe of (ale 
vation never ſtood firme till it came to 
Chriſt : and there was their comfort in 
all their troubles and diſtrefles, according as 
it is aid of Moſes, He endured, as ſecing hins 


Who ts inviſible , eſteeming the reproach of 


Chrift greater riches then the treaſures of E- 
gypt, for he had re(pett to the rccompence of re- 
Ward, 


And ſo (as Ignatins faith) the Prophets 
were Chriſts ſervants , who foreſceing him 
in ſpirit, both waited for him as the:r Ma- 
ſter , and looked for him as their Lord and 
Saviour, ſaying, He ſhall come and ſave ws. 

And fo, faith Calvin, ſo oft as the Pro.

Bur Sir, the Scripture {cemes tg 
holdforth , as though they were ſaved one 
way , and we another way, for you know 
the Prophet Zeremiah makes mention of a

Evan, Indeed it is true, the LOR D did 
bequeath unto the Fathers Righteouſneſſe, 
Life , and eternall Salvation in and throvgh 
Chriſt the Mediatour , being not yer come 
in the fleih, but promited : And unto us 1n 
the new Teſtament, he gives and bequeaths 
them to us, in and through Chrilt, being al- 
ready come, and having actually purchaſed 
them for us; and the Covenant of grace 
was before the coinming of Chrilt, ſcaled 
by his bloud, in Types and Figures, and at 
his death in his fleſh 1£-was tully ſealed, anc 
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ratified , by his very bloud, actually and in 
very deed ſhed for our finnes : And the old 
Covenant in reſpe& of the outward forme, 
and manner of ſealing was temporary , and 
changeable, and cherefore the Types ceaſed, 
and only the ſubſtance remains tirme, but. 
the ſeals of the new are any ape aggro 
commemorative, and fbat ſbevy the Lor 
death untill his comming again : And their coe 
venant did firſt and chiefly promiſe earthly 
bleflings,and in and undzr theſe it did ſigni- 
fie and promiſe all ſpirituall bleſſings and 
ſalvation, but our covenant promiſeth 
Chriſt and his bleſſings in the firſt place,and 
after them earthly bleſſings.

Now to them that were to be 
juſtified, as you have heard it, it was ſtill of 
uſe to bring them to Chrift , as the Apoftle 
faith, Gal.

The Law was our Schoole= 
maſter nntil Chrift, chat Wee might be made 
righteoxs by faith, that is to ſay, the Morrall

of Moab , befede the covenant Which he made 
with them in Horeb, Whereby it doth ap- 
peare to me, that this was not the covenant 
of works which was delivered to them on 
mount Finas ; for the forme of that cove- 
nant was eternall bleſſings and curſcs , but 
the forme of this covenant was temporall 
bleſſings & curſes, ſo that this rather ſeems 
to be the pedagogie of » the law , than the 
covenant-of works , for at that time theſe 
people ſeemed to bee carried by temporal!

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Now, But, Sir , was not the matter of 
that covenant, and this, all one ? | 

Evan, Yea indeed, the Tenne Com- 
mandements were the matter of both 
Covenants, onely they differed in the 
formes. ; 

Ant. Then Sir, it ſeems that the promiſes 
and threatnings contained in the old Tefta- 
ment, were but temporary and terreſtriall, 
only concerning the good and evill things 
of this life. 

Evan. This we are to know, that like as 
the Lord by his Prophets gave the people in 
the old Teltameut many exhortations to þe 
obedient to his commandements,and many 
dehortations from diſobedience thereunto, 
even ſo did he backe them with many pro- 
miſes and threatnings concerning things 
tempoall, as cheſe and the like Scriptures 
doe witnefle, 1/a. 1.10. Heare the Word of 
the Lord ye Rulers of Sodom , give eare unto 
the Law of our God, ye people of Gomorrab : 
If ye be willing and obedient , ye fhall eate the 


good things of the Land ; but if yee refuſe and 


rebell, ye foall be devoured with the Sword, 
for the month of the Lord hath ſpoken it. 
And Jere. 7. 3. Amend your Wayes and your 
deings ,. and I will canſe you to dwell in thu 
place : Bm yee fleale, murder, commit adal- 
fery , @nd rear flly by my Name ; there- 

ore 
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fore thus ſaith the Lord G O D, behold mine 
anger and my fury ſball bee powred out upon 
thus place. And ſurely there bee two reaſons 
why the Lord did fo 3 Firſt, becauſe as all 
men are born under the covenant of works, 
they are naturally prone to conceive, that 
the favour of God, and all good things doe 
depend and follow upon their obedience 
to the Law ; and tizat the wrath of G OD, 
and all evill chings, doe depend upon, and 
follow their obedience to it ; And thar 
mans chiefe happineſle is to bee had and 
found in cerreſiriall Paradiſe , even in the 
good things of this like. So the people of 
the Old Teſtament being necreſt ro Aaams 
Covenant and Paradiſe , were moſt prone 
to ſuch conceics, And ſecondly, becauſe 
the Covenant of Grace, and Caleſtiall pa- 
radiſe, were but little mentioned in the old 
Teſtament, they, for the moſt part, had bur 
a glimmering knowledge of them ,. and fo 
could not-yeeld obedience freely, as ſonnes: 
Therefore the Lord ſaw it meet to move 
them to yeeld obedience to his laws, by 
their owne motives, and as ſervants or chil- 
dren under age. 

Ant. And were both beleevers and un- 
believers, that is, ſuch as were under the 
Covenant of Grace, and ſuch as were 
under the Covenant of Workes, equally

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and alike ſubje&, as well to have the cala- 
mitics of this life inflicted upon them for 
their diſobedience , as the bleſlings of this 


life conferred upon them for their obe-: 


dience? _ 

Evan, Surely the words of the Preacher 
doe take place here, when hee ſaith , AZ 
thinges come alike to all , there 1 one event 
ro the righteous , and to the Wicked, Were 
not Moſes and Aaron, for their diſobe- 
dience, hindred from entring into the Land 
of Canaau, as well as others? And was 
not 7ofrah, for his diſobedience ro G ODS 
command, {laine in the valley of Adegidao ? 
Therefore aflure your ſelfe, that when be- 
leevers, in the Old Teſtament, did tranſ- 
grefle Gods Commandements, Gods tem- 


porall wrath went out againſt them, and 


was manifeſt in temporall calamities that 
befell them as well as others,onely here was 
the difterence, The beleevers temporall ca- 


lamities had no eternall calamities included 


in them, nor following of then, and their 
temporall bleſſings had eternal bleſſings 1n- 
cluded in them,and following of them;And 
the unbeleevers temporall bleſſings had no 
ezernall bleſſings included in rhem, nor fol» 
lowing of them,and cheir cemporall calami- 
tics bad eternal calamities included in them, 


and following of them, 
Ant, 
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Ant. Then Sir, it ſeemeth that all obe-: 
dience that any of the Jews did yeeld to 
Gods commandments, was for fear of tem- 
porall puniſhment,and in hope of cemporal! 
reward. 

Evan. Surely the Scripture ſeems to hold 
forth, that there were three ſeverall ſorts of 
people amongſt the Jews, who cndeavour- 
cd to keep the law of God, and they did all 
of them differ in their ends. | 

The firſt ſort of them were true be- 
leevers, who according to the meaſure of 
their faith , did belecve the reſurre&ion of 
their bodies after death, and eternall life in 
glory, and that it was to bee obtained, not 
by the works of the Law, but by faith in 
the Mcfiah or promuled ſeed: And anſwer- 
ably as they belceved this, anſwerably they 
yeelded obedience to the Law freely, with- 
| out fear of puniſhment, or hope of reward; 
| bur alas, the ſpirit of faith was very weazke 
in the mott of them, and the ſpiric of bon- 
dage very ſtrong , and therefore they ſtood 
in need to be induced and conſtrained to 0- 
bedience, for feare of puniſhment, and hope 
of reward. 

The ſecond ſort of them were the Sad- 
duces and their Set , and theſe did not be- 
leeve that there was any reſurrection, nor 
any life bur the life of chis world, and yer &z:,: 2.25 

they 
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theyendeavoured to keep the law, that God 
might bleſſe them here,and that it might go 
well with them in this preſent life, 

The third fort, and indeed the greateſt 
number of them in the future ages after 
Moſes, were the Scribes and Phariſees, and 
their Sets, and they held and maintained 
that there was a Reſurreion to be looked 
for,and an eternall life after death, and ther- 
fore they endeavoured to keep the law, not 
onely toobtaine temporall happinefſe , but 
eternall alſo ; for though it had pleaſed the 
Lord to make known unto his people by the 
Miniſtry of Moſes, that the Law was given 
not to retain men in the confidence of their 
own works, but to drive them out of them» 
ſelves and to lead them to Chriſt the premi- 
fed ſeed , yet after that time rhe Prieſts and 
the Levites,who were the expounders of the 
Law, and whom the Scribes and Phariſees 
did ſucceed , did ſo conceive and teach of 
Gods intention in giving the law,as though 
it had been, that they by their obedience to 
it, ſhould obtain righteouſnefle and eternall 
life, and this opinion was ſo confident- 
ly maintained, and ſo generally imbraced 
amoneſt them, that in their book Mechilts, 
they' ſay and affirme that there is no other 
Covenant but the Law, and ſo in very deed 
they conceived that there was no other way 
ro 
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to Eternal life then the Covenant of works. 

Ant. Surely then it ſ{cemes they did net 
underſtand and conſider , that the Lay as ir 
is the covenant of works , doth not onely 
binde the outward man, but alſo the inward 
man, even the ſoule and ſpirit, and requires 
all holy thoughts, motions, and diſpoſitions 
of the heart and ſoule, 

Evan. Oh no, they neither taught it,nor 
underſtood it , fo ſpiricually, neither could 
they bee perſwaded , that the Law doth re- 
quire {o much at mans hands ; for they firſt 
laid this downe for a certaine truth; that 
God gave the Law for man to be juſtified 
and ſaved by his obedience to it, and that 
therefore there muſt neces bee a power in 
man to do all that it requireth, or elſe God 
would never have required it, and therefore 
whereas they ſhould have firſt conſidered, 
what a {treight riile the Law of God is, and 
chen have brought mans hearrt,and have laid 
it to it; they contrariwiſe firſt conſidered 
what a crooked rule mans heart is, and then 
ſought ro make the Law like nnto it, and 
ſo indeed they expounded the Law literally, 
reaching and holding , that the righteoul- 
 nefle which the Law required , was but an 

externall righteouſnefle , conſiſting in the 
outward obſervation of the Law, as yon 


may ſce by the teſtimeny of our Saviour, 
G Matth, 
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Grain Matthew 5. So that according to their ex- 
his ſer.of Poſition, it was poſſible for a man ts 
the perfe- fulfill the Law perfeAly, and ſo to bee 
Eon ofa juſtified and ſaved by his obedience to 
Chriſtian. {. 

Ant. Bat, Sir, do you thinke the Scribes 
and Phariſees, and their ſec, did yeeld per- 
fe obedience to the Law , according to 
their own expoſition ? 

Evan. No indeed , I thinke very few of 
them, if any art all. 

Ant. Why, what. hopes conld they then 
have to be jultified and faved , when they 
tranſgreſled any of the commandments ? 

Evan, Peter Martyr cls us, that when 
they chanced to tranſgrefle any of the Ten 
Commandements, they had their ſacrifices | 
' Tinda! on tO Make fatisf:ion (as they conceived) [4 
Mar. for they looked upon their ſacrifices with- | 

out their ſignifications, and fo had a falſe 
faith in thew, thinking that the bare worke 
was a facrifice acceptable ro G OD; Ina 
word,they coaccived that the bloud of Buls 
Boy, 14 Goats would take away finne, And of d 
true bawy What chey wanted of fulfilling the Morr 
p-16z. Law, they thought ro make up in the Cere- 7 
monizlt Law : And thus they ſeparated 
Ciurilt from their $:crifices, thinking they

Scribes and Phariſees had put upon it, that 
men,might ſee how impoſſible it is for any 
meer man to fulfil ir,and ſo conſequently to 
have jultification and ſalvation by it. And 
at the death of Chriſt the vail of the Temple 
ws rent in twain from the top to the bot- 
tome, to ſhew ſaith Tiga! that the ſhad- 
dows of Moſes law ſhould now yanilh a- 
way at the flouriſhing light of the Goſpell ; 
And after the death of Chrift, his Apoſtles

ly, zealous, and powerfull Preachers that 
were 1n this City, and wrote their iy”

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after them, and when God gave me a Fa- 
mily I did pray with them, and inſtrufted 
them ; and repeated Sermons to them, and 
ſpent the Lords day in publ:que and private 
exerciſes : And left off my ſwearing and 
lying, and idle talking, according to his ex- 
horration : in few words, I did ſo reforme 
my ſelfe and my life, that whereas before 1 
had been only carefull to performe the du- 
ties of the ſecond Table of the Lay, and 
that to the end I might gaine favour and re- 
ſpe& from civill honeſt men,& to avoid the 
penalties of mans lay, or remporall puniſh- 
ment , now I was alſo carefull to perform 
the duties required in the firſt Table of the 
Law, and that to gaine favour and reſpeRt 
from religious honeſt men, and to avoid the 
penalty of Gods Law, even eternall tor- 
ments in hell.

2 great while, even untill I read in Maſter 
Bowultons works,that the outward righteouſ+ 
nefſe of the Scribes and Phariſees was fa- 
mous in thoſe times , for belides their for- 
bearing and proteſting againſt groſle (innes, 
as Murther, Theft, Adultery, Idolatry, and 
the like, they were frequent and conſtant in

the world,not as they are delivered by Meſes 
but as they are delivered by Chriſt;for when

Ant. But yer,fir,as I remember both Ly- 
ther and Calvin do ſpeak, as though a belee. 
ver were ſo quite freed from the law by 
Chriſt,as thar he need not make any conſci- 
ence at all of yeelding obedience to it. 

Eva. T know right well that Zacker faith 
the conſcience hath nothing to do with the On Gal. 
Law or works ; and that Calvin ſaith , the P:59- 
conſciences of the faithfull , when the ath- 
ance of their juſtification before God is to 
be ſought, mult raiſe & advance themſelves 1aft.p.4o; 
above the law; and forget the whole righte- 
ouſneſſe of the law,and lay afide all thinking 
upon works. Now for the true underſtand- 
ing of theſe two worthy ſervants of Chriſt, 
two things areto be confidered & concluded 
Firſt, that when they (peak thus of the law, 
it is evident they meane onely 1n the _ 
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juſtification;ſecondly,that when the conſci- 
ence hath to do with the Law in the caſe of 
juſtification it hath to doe with it onely as 
it1s the covenant of workes, for as the law 
is the law of Chriſt, it neither juſtifies nor 
condemns,and ſo if you underſtand it ot the 
Law as it is the covenant of workes, accors 
ding to their meaning , then it 1s moſt true 
that they ſay , for why ſhould a man let the 
Law come 1nto his conſetence, that is, why 
ſhould a man make any conſcience of doing 
the law, to be juſtified thereby, conſidering 
it 15 4 thing impoſſible, nay, what need hath 
a man to make conſcience of doing the law 
to be juſtified thereby, when he knows he is 
already juſtified another way,nay,what need 
hath a man to make conſcience of doingthat 
law that is dead to him , and he to it : hath 
a woman any need to make any conſcience 
of doing her duty to her hyusband when he 
is dead, nay, when ſhe her ſelfe 1s dead alſo, 
or hath a debter any need to make any con- 
ſcience of paying that debt which is already 
fully diſcharged by his ſurery, will any man 
bee afraid of that obligation which is made 
voyd, the ſeale torne of, the writing de- 
faced, nay, not onely cancelled and ctoſt, 
but torn in pieces ; I remember the Apoſtle 
{aich, That if the [acrifices Which Were offc- 
rea in the Old Teſtament , could bave _ 
the 
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the commers thereunto perfeft , and have pur- 
ged the wor ſhippers, then ſhould they have had 
20 more conſcience of ſinnes, that is, their con- 
ſcience would not have accuſed them of be- 
ing guilty of finnes,now the bloud of Chriſt 
hath purged the conſcience of a beleever 
from all his ſins , as they are tranſgreſſions 
againſt the covenant of works, and therfore 
what needs his conſcience bce troubled a- 
bout that covenant;bur noxy I pray you 6b- 
ſerve and take notice, that although Lethey 
and Calvin do thus exempt a beleever from 
the Law in the caſe of juſtification, and as 
it is the law or covenant of works, yet doe 
they not ſo our of the caſe of jultihcation, 
and as it iS the Law of Chriſt. 

For thus (faith Zyther, out of the mat- 
ter of Juſtification, wee ought with Paz, 
To thinke reverently of the Law , to com- 
mend it highly , to call it holy, righteous, juſt, 
good, ſpiritual and divine; yea, out of the cale 
of Juſtification wee ought to make 4 god 
of it : And in another place, faith he, there 
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is a civill righteouſneſle and a ceremonuiall p.s. 


rightcouſneſſe, yea, and beſides thele, there 
is another rightcouſneile, which is the righ- 
teouſneſle of the law, or of the Tenne com- 
mandements, which Moſes teachcrh , this 
alſo we teach after the doctrin of faith.

Ant. But, Sir, if I forget not, Muſculrns 
ſaith, that che Law is utterly abrogated. 

Evan. Indeed , Muſculus ſpeaking of 
the Tenne Commandeients ſaith,if they be 
weake, if they be the letter, if they do work 
tranſgreilion, anger, curſe, and death; and if 
Chriſt by the law of the ſpirit of life delive- 
red them that believed in him, from the law 
of the letter which was weake to juſtifie, 
and ſtrong to condemne, and from curſe 
being made a curſe for us, {urely they bee a- 
brogated. Now this is moſt certain, that che 

Ten 
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Tenne Comman1ements do no way worke 
cranſgreſſion anger,curſc and death;but on- 
ly as they are the covenant of works,neither 
hach Chriſt delivered belecevers any othet=- 
wiſe from them then as they are the Co- 
venant of works ; and therefore we may aſ- 
ſuredly conclude.char they are no otherwiſe 
abrogated then as they are the covenant of 
works : Neither did A4#/cxlus intend any 
otherwiſe, for ſaith hezin the words follow- 
ingir maſt not be naderſtood,that the poiuts 
of the ſubſtance of Moſes covenant, are ut- 
terly brought to nothing, God furbid,for a 
chriſtian man is not at libertie to do thoſe 
things that are ungodly and wicked, and if 
the doing of thoſe things the law forbids do 
not diſpleaſe Chriſt,if they be not much dif- 
ferent;yea,contrary,it they be not repugnant 
to the righteouſneſſe which we received of 
him : ler ir be lawfull for a chriftian man to 
do them, or elſe not;bur a chriſtian man do- 
ing againft thoſe things which be comman- 
ded in the Decalogue, doth fin more outragi- 
ouſly, then he thic ſhould ſo do being under 
the law.ſo far off is he from being free from 
thoſe things that bee there commanded : 
Wherefore triznd Antinemi3ta, if cither you

Evan, Neighbour Neophyte , if our 
friend Antinemsta, do content himſelf with 
a meer Goſpell knowledge , in a notionary 
way, and have runne out to fetch in notions 
from Chriſt , and yet is not fercht in by the 
payer.of Chriſt,let us pitty him & pray for 
him,and in the mean time, I pray you know 
that true faith in Chriſt is ſo far from being 
2 hinderance from holinefle of life and good 
works, that it is the only furcherance ; for 
onely by faith in Chrift , a man is enavled 
to exerciſe all chriſtian graces aright, and to 
performe all Chriſtian duties aright, which 
before he could not. As for example, before 2 
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man beleeve Gods love to him in Chriſt, 
though he may have a kinde of love to God, 
a$ he is his creator and preſerver ; and gives 
him many good things for this preſent life : 
yet if God do but apen his eyes to ſee what 
condition his foule is ip; that is, it he do but 
let him ſee that relation that is betwixt God 
and him, according to the terour of the co- 
venant of works , then he conceives of him 
aSan angry Judg,armed with juſtice againſt 
him, and muſt bee pacified by the works of 
the Law, whereunto he finds his nature op- 
pooe and contrary ; and therefore he hates 
th God and his law,& doth ſecretly wiſh 
and defire there were neither God nor Law, 
and though God ſhould now give unto him 
never ſo many temporall bleſſings, yet could 
hee not love him : For what malefacor 
could love that Judg or his law from whom 
hee expeRts the ſentence of condemnation ? 
though he ſhould feaſt him at his table,with 
never ſo many dainties ; But after that the 
ae and love of God hu Saviour _ 
appeared , not by Workes of righteouſneſſe t 
bee hath done , but _— bu mercy he 


ſaved him : that is, when as by the eye of 


faith he ſees himſelfe to ſtand in relation to 
God, according to the tenour of the cove- 
nant of grace, then he canceives of God,as a 
molt mercifull and loving Father _ in 
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Chriſt, that hath freely pardoned and forgi- 
ven him all his'fins , and quite releaſed him 
from the covenant of works ; and by this 
means,the love of God 1s ſhed abroad in his hart 
through the Haly Gheft, Which is given to him, 
and x he loves God, becauſe hee firſt loved 
hims : tor as 3 man ſeeth and feeleth by faith 
the love and favour of God towards him in 
Chriſt his Sonne, ſo doth he love again beth 
God and his Law : and indeed it is impoſſi- 
ble for any man to love God, till by faith he 
know himfelfe loved of God. 

Secondly, though a man betore he believe 
Gods love to him in Chriſt , muy havea 
great meaſure of legal humiliation,compun-

ing of his bowels! the ſtirring of his affect» 
ons,the melting and rclenting of his repent- 
ing heart ! then hee remembers bus owne evill 
Wayes, aud hs doings that Were not good, and 
Ezck.36. loathes himſelfe in by own eyes , for all 21s abo-

2.16. and 
when he loves them at all times, even when 
they are in adverſity, as poverty, diſgrace, 
ſickneſle, or otherwiſe in miſery. 
The third evidence is, when a man can 
- truly love his enemies, and that ke doth, 
when he can pray heartily for them ; and 
forgive them their particular treſpaſles a- 
gainſt him,being more grieved for that they 
ave 
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have ſinned againſt God, then for that they 
have wronged him ; and when he can for- 
beare them, and yet could be revenged of 
them, cither by bringing fhame or miſe- 
ry upon them, 1 Per.3.9. Rom.12.14. and 
when he ſtrives to overcome their evil with 
goodnefle, being willing to helpe them,and 
relieve them in their milery, and do them a- 
no good in ſoule or body. And laſtly, when 
he can freely and willingly acknowledge 
his enemies juſt praiſe, even as if he. were 
his deareſt friend. 

Nee. But Sir, I pray you let me aske you 
one queſtion more touching this point, and 
that is, ſuppoſe, that hereafter I thould ſee 
no outward evidences, and queſtion whe- 
ther T had ever any true inward evidences, 
and ſo whether I did ever truly beleeve or 
no : What muſt I do then ?

the Nurſe through negligence,or ignorance

tuſeth it, and ſtill crieth in ſtrength of deſire 
after the dug : yet doth not the child in this 
eltate know by any int-llectuul power8&un- 
derſtanding, what it ſelfe defireth : even fo 
mans poore ſoule doth cry to God as for its 
proper nouriſhment, but his underſtanding 
like a blinde ignorant Nurſe, not knowing 
what it crycth for, doth offer to the heart 2 
creature inſtead of a Creator : thus by rea- 
ſon of blindnes of the underſtanding toge- 
ther with the corruption of the will & dif- 
oxder of the affeions,mans ſoul is kept by 
violence from its proper centre, even God 
himſelf O how many ſouls are there in the 
world ! that are hindred, if not quite kept 
from reſt in God, by reaſon that their blind 
underſtanding doth preſent unto their ſen- 
ſuall appetites, varieties of ſenſuall objeats. 
Is there not many a luxurious perſons ſoul 
hindred, it not quite kept from true reſt in 
God. by that beauty which nature hath pla- 
ced in feminine faces,efpecially when Satan 
doth ſecretly ſuggcſt inte ſuch feminine 
hearts a defire of an artificiall dreſſing from 
the head to the foot : yea, and ſometimes 
painting the face like their mother Jez-bel ? 
And 1s there not many a voluptuous Epi- 
cures ſoul hindred, if not quite kept from 
relt in God, by beholding the colour, and 
LE raſting 
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taſting the ſweetneſle of dainty delicate dis 
ſhes, is wine red in the cup, and his becr of 
amber colour 11 the glas:1in cheScripture we 
read of a Certain 14an that faired deliciouſly 
every day, as :f there had been no more but 
one ſo ill diſp-ulei;but in our times ther: are 
certain hundreds both of 1nen and wornen, 
that do not only fare delicioully, but volup. 
tuouſly twice every day,if no 1nore ? 

And is there not many a proud peſons 
ſoul hindred, if not quite kept from relt in 
God, by che harmonious ſound of popular 
praiſe z which like a Loadſtone draweth the 
vaine-glorious hcart to hunt ſo much the 
more eagerly, to augment the eccho of ſuch 
vain windy reputation ? 

And is there not many a covetous perſons 

ſoul hindred, if not quite kept from reſt in 
God, by the cry of great abundance ; the 
words of wealth and the glory of gain? 
» And is there not many a mulicall minde 
hindered,if not quite kept from ſweet com- 
fort in God, by the harmony of artificiall 
concord upon mulicall in{truments ? 

And how many perfumed fools are there 
in the world ? who by ſmelling their ſweet 
apparell and their ſweet noſe-gaies are KePt 
from ſouls {weetnefle in Chrilt. And thus 
doth Satan like a cunning Filher, bait his 


booke witha ſcnſyall obzeR, to catch men 
| # with ; 
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with ; and having gotten it into their jaws, 
he draweth themrup and down in their ſcn- 
{uali contentments, till he hath ſo drowned 
them therein that the peace and reſt of their 
ſouls in God be almoſt forgotten:and hence 
It is that the greateſt part of mans lifc, and 
in many, their whole life 1s ſpent in ſeeking 
fatisfaction to the ſenſuall appetite. 

. Nom. Indeed Sir, this which you have 
ſaid, we may {ce truly verified in many men, 
who ſpend their dayes about theſe vanities, 
and will afford no tine for religious excrci- 
ſes, no, not upon the Lords day by their 
good will. 

Neo. You ſay the truth, and yetlet me 
tell you withall, that a man by the power 
of naturall conſcience may be forced to 
confeſle that his hopes of happineſle are in 
God alone, and not'in theſe things, yea, and 
to forſake profits, and pleaſures, and all ſen- 
ſuall objects, as unable to give his ſoule any 
true contentment, and fall to the perfor- 
mance of religious exerciſes, and yet reſt

Are there not ſome who give themſelves 
ro a more ſpeciall ſearching and ſeeking out 
for knowledge in Scripture, learnednefle, 
and Clerk-like skill in this Art, and that 
Language , till they come to be able to 
repeat all the Hiſtoricall places in the Bi- 
ble ; yea, and all thoſe texts of Scripture, 
that they conceive doe make for ſome pri- 
vate opinion of theirs concerning Ceremo- 
2ies, Church government, or other ſuch 
circumſtantiall points of Religion, tou- 
ching which points they are very able to 
reaſon aud diſpute, and to put forth ſuch 
> 4x queſtions as are not eaſily anſwe- 
re 

Are not ſome of theſe men called Seft- 
makers,and begetters or deviſers of new 0- 
pinions in Religion, eſpecially in the mat- 
rer of worſhipping God, as they ule to call 
it, wherein they finde a beginning , but 
hardly any end ; for this religious know- 
ledge is ſo variable through the multiplicity 
of curious wits and contentious ſptrits,that 
the life of man may ſeem too ſhort to take 
2 full view of this variety ; for though all 
Sets {ay, they will be guided by the Word 
of truth, and all ſeem ro bring Scripture, 
Which indeed is but one, as God is bur one, 

yet 
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yet by reaſon of their ſ{cverall conſtruRi- 

| ons and interpretations of Scripture, and 

A conceits of their own humane wildom,they 

are many. 

And are there not others of this ſort of 
men, that are ready to embrace any new 
way of worſhip,eſpecially if it come under 
the clvake of Scripture learning, and have 
a ſhew of truth founded upon the letter 
of the Bible, and ſeeme to bee more zea- 
lous and devout then their former way , 
eſpecially if the teacher of that new way 
can but frame a ſad and demure counte- 
nance : and with a grace lift up his head 
| and his eyes rowards Heaven, with ſome 
ſtrong groane in declaring of his newly 
| conceived opinion, and that he frequent. 
| ly uſe this phraſe, of the glory of God : 
| O then theſe men are by and by of another 

| opinion, ſuppoſing to themſelves that God 
hath made knowne ſome farther truth to 
them ; for by reaſon of the blindnefle of 
their underſtanding, they are not ble to 
reaCh any ſupernaturall cruth,alchough they 
do by literall Learning, and Clerk like cune 
ning dive never ſo deep into the Scriptures, 
and therefore they are ready to cntertaine 
I any form of Religious Exerciſe, as {hall be 
ſuggeſted unto them. | 
And are there not a third fort much like 
£ to 
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to theſe men,that are exceſſive and mutable 
in the performance of Religious exerciſes. 
Surely Saint Pawl did perceive that this was 
the very God of ſome men in his time, and 
therefore he willeth Tworby to inſtruc 0- 
thers, that bodily exerci/c profitetb little, or ag 
ſome read it, nothing «t all, and doth op- 
poſe thereunto godlineſle , as being another 
thing then bodily exerciſe ; and faith, chat 
it is prohcable, &c. 

And doe not you thinke there are ſome 
men at this day that know none other good 
then bodily exerciſe, and can hardly diſtin- 

uiſh betwixt it and godlineſſe. Now thoſe 
bodily exerciſcs are mutable and variable, 
according, to their conceits and opiniens, 
for all Secs have the ſeverall ſervices ( as 
they call them) yer all bodily , and for 
the moſt part onely bodily , the which 
they performe to eſtabliſh a reſt to their 
ſoules , becauſe they want reſt in GOD; 
and hence it 1s that their peace and reſt is 
up and downe according to their working 
better or worſe, ſo many Chapters muſt be 
read, and ſo many Sermons muſt be heard, 
and ſo many times they muſt pray in one 
day , and ſo many Gayes in the weeke, or in 
the yeare they muſt faſt, &c. or elſe their 
ſoules can have no reſt : but miſtake me not, 
] pray, in imagining that I ſpeake m_ 
TAC 
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the doing of theſe things, for I doe them 

all my ſelfe, but againſt reſting in the do- 

ing of them, the which I deſire not to 
Oe. 

And thus you ſee that mans blind under. 
ſtanding doth not onely preſent unto the 
ſenſuall appetite, ſenſuall objeAs, but alſo 
to the rationall appetites, rattonall objects, 
ſo that mans poore ſoule is not onely kept 
from reſt in God by meanes of ſenſuality, 
but alſo by meanes of formality, if Sathan 
cannot keep us from reſt in God by feeding 
our ſenſes with our Mother Evahs apple, 
then he attempts to do it, by blinding our 
eyes, and fo hindring us from ſeeing the 
paths of the Goſpell ; if he cannot keep us 
in Xgypt by the fleſh pots of ſenſuality, 
then will he make us wander in the wilder. 
nefſe of Religious, and rationall formali- 
ty , ſo that if he cannot hinder us more 
groſly, then hee attempts tro doc it more 
cloſely. 

Now. But Sir , I am perſwaded there be 
many men that are ſo religiouſly exerciſed, 
and doe performe ſuch duties as you have 
mentioned, and yet reſt not in them, bur in 
God. 

Evas. Queſtionleſle there be ſome Chri- 
ſtians,thar lookupon ſuch exerciſes as means 
ordained of G © D, both to beget and wes 

creaſe 
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ceaſe faith, and all other graces of his Spi- 
rit, in the hearts of his people ; and there- 
fore to the intent that their faith, and love, 


and other graces may increaſe , they are 


carefull to waite upon God, in taking all 
convenient opportunities to exerciſe them- 
ſelves therein, and yet have their ſouls reſt 
in God, and not in ſuch exerciſes. 

Bur alas, I feare me the number of ſuch 
men are very few, in compariſonof them 
that do otherwiſe : for do not the moſt part 
of men that are ſo religiouſly exerciſed, ra- 
ther conceive, that as they have offended 
and diſpleaſed God by their former diſobe- 
dience, ſo they muſt pacifie and pleaſe him 
by their fucure obedience, and therefore 
they are carefull to exerciſe themſelves in 
this way of duty, and that way of wor- 
ſhip, and all to that end: yea, and they 
conceiving that they have corrupted & deze 
led and polluted themſelves by their fal- 
ling into ſin, they mult alſo purge, cleanſe, 
and purifie themſelves by riſing out of ſin, 
and walking in new obedience, and fo all 
the good they do, and all theevill they eſ- 
chew, is to pacifie God, and appeaſe their 
owne conſciences : and if they ſcek reſt to 
their ſoules this way, why, it is the way of 
the Covenant of works, where they thall 
never be able to reach God ; nay, it is the 

way. 
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way to come to God our of Chriſt , where 
they thall never be able to come neere him, 
he being a conſuming hire. | 

New, But, Sir, Ipray you would you 
have our ſenſes to bee no lonyer exerciſed 
about any of their objects, would you have 
us no longer to take comfort in the good 
things of this life, 

Evans, I pray you do not miſtake mee, I 
do not ſpeake as though I would have you 
Stoically to refulc the lawfull uſe of any 
of the Lords good creatures , which hee 
{hall be pleaſed to afford you, neither doe I 
prohibit you from all cdmforc therein, but 
this is it which I do deſire, to wir, that you 
would endeavour to attain to {uch a peace, 
reſt, and content in God as hee is in Chriſt, 
that the violent cry of your hearts may bee 
reſtained, and that your appetites may rot 
be ſo forcible, oor ſo unruly as they ar- na- 
turally, but that the unrulinefle therof may 
be brought into a very comly decorum and 
order, {o that your {cniuall appetices may 
with much more caſinefle and contented- 
nefle be denied the objeQs of their defires, 
yea and be contented (if occaſton be) with 
that which is moſt repugnant to them, as 
with hunger, cold, nakednefle, yea and with 
death it {elte, for ſach is the wondertull 


working of the hearts quiet & reſt in ws 
| that 
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that although a mans ſenſes be ſtill exerci- 
ſed in and upon their proper objects, yet 
may it be truly ſayd that ſuch a mans lite is 
not ſ{enſuall, for indeed his heatt taketh little 
contentment in any ſuch exerciſes , it being 
for the moſt part exerciſed in a more tran- 
ſcendent communien with God as he is in 
Chriſt,ſo that indeed the man that hath this 
peace and reſt in God may be truly ſayd to 
uſe this world as though he nfcd it not, in 
that he recciveth no cordiall contentment 
from any ſenfuall exerciſe whatſoever, and 
that becauſe his heatt is withdrawne from 
them which withdrawing of the heart is 
not unaptly pointed at, in the fpeech of the 
Spouſe, Cant. 5. 2. I ſleep ſaith ſhe, but my 
heart waketh.even ſo may it be ſaid that ſuch 
a man, he is ſleeping, looking, hearing, taſ{t- 
ing, ſmelling, cating, drinking, feaſting,&c. 
bur his heart is withdrawne from the crea- 
ture, and rejoycing in God his Saviour, and 
his ſoule is magnifying his Lord, ſ@ that.in 
the midſt of all ſenſuall delights his heart ſe- 
cretly ſaith, I but my happineſle is not here. 

Nom. But Sir, I, pray you, why doe you 
call rationall and religious exerciſes, a wil- 
dernefle ? 

Evan. For two reaſons: firſt, becauſe that . 
as the children of Iſrael , when they were 
got out of X&gypt , did yet wander many 

years 
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years in the wildernes before they came into 
che land of ({anzan, even ſo do many men 
wander long in rationall and religiaus exer- 
Ciſes, after they have left a ſenſuall life, be- 
fore they come to relt in God, whereof the 
land of Canaan was a type.

Nom, But fir, you know that the Lord 
hath endued us with reaſonable ſouls, would 
you net then have us to make uſe of our rea- 
ſon?... | 
Evan. I ptay yoo do not miſtake me, I 
do not contemn nor defpiſe the uſe of rea- 
ſon, only I would not have you to eſtabliſh 
it to the chief good, but I would have you 
to keep it under, ſo that if with Hagar, it 
attempt to bear rule, and Lord it over your 
faith, then would I have you in the wiſdom 
of God, like Sarah, to caſt it out from ha- 
ving dominion ; in few words I would 
have you ,mere ſtrong in deſire, then

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cnrions in ſpeculation ; and to long more 
to feel communion with God,: then ro be 
| able to diſpute of the genus, or ſpecies of any 
F queſtion , either hamane or divine : And

Nay, let me ſay more, howſoever a man 
may in the midſt of his ſenſuall fulnefle be 
"convinced in his conſcience, that hes at 
enmity with G O D, and therefore in dan- 
ger of 'his Wrath and 'eternall damnat}- 
on , and bee thereupon moved to teforme 
his life ,- and amend his' wayes , 'and et- 
deavour to ſeeke peace and'reſt to his foule; 
yet this being in the way of works;it is im- 


poſſible that he ſhould ting it ; for his con- 


ſcience will ever be accufing him, that this 


- good duty he ought to hive done, and hath 
not done it; and this evill hee ought” to 
have forborne,and yet he hath done it-: and 


in the performance of this duty he was re- 
miſle, and in that duty very defe&tive ;- and 
many ſuch waycs will his ſoule bee dif- 
quieted, Y Y | 
Put 
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But when 2 man once comes to believe that 
all his ſins, both paſt, preſent, and to come, 
are freely and fully pardoned, and God in 
Chriſt graciouſly reconciled unto him : the 
Lord -hoth nereupon fo reveale his tather- 
ly face unto him in Chriſt, and ſo make 
known that incredible union betwixt him 
and the believing ſoul ; that his heart be- 
comes quietly contented in God, who is 
the proper clement of its being ; for here- 
upon there comes into the ſoule ſuch peace 
flowing from the God of peace ; that it fs 
the emprinefle of the ſoule with true tul- 
neſle, in the fulneſle of God ; fo that now 
the heart ceaſeth to moleſt the underſtan.1- 
ing and reaſon, in ſeeking either variety of 
objeds. or augmentation of degrees,in any 
comprehenſible ching : And that|becaute 
the reſtleſſe longing of the minde which 
did before cauſe unquietnefle,and diſorder, 
both in the variety of mentall projes,and 
alſo in the fenſuall and beaſtly exerciſcs of 
the corporall and externall members,is ſa» 
tisfied and truly quieted; for when a mars 
heart is at peace in God, and is becoine 
truly full in that peace and joy, paſſing yo- 
deritanding, then the Devill hath not chat 
hope to prevaile againſt his ſoule, as he 
had before : he knows rightwell that it is 
in vaine to bait his book, with profits, plca- 
| S3 ſures, 
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ſures, honour, or any other ſuch like ſeem- 
ings good,to catch ſuch a ſoul that is thus at 
quiet in God, for he hath all fulnefle in 
God, and what can be added to fulneſſe, 
bur it runneth over : indeed empty hearts 
like empty Hogſheads are fit to receive 
any matter which ſhall be put into them ; 
but the heart of the believer being filled 
with joy and peace in believivg, doth ab- 
horre all ſuch baſe allurements, for that it 
hath no roome in it ſelf to receive any ſuch 
ſeeming contentments ; ſo that to ſpeak as 
the truth is, there is nothing that doth tru- 
ly and unfainedly root wickednefle out of 
the heart of man, but onely the true tran- 
quilitytof the minde, or the reſt of the ſoul 
inGod : and to ſay as the thing is, this is 
ſach a peace and ſuch a reſt to the creature 
in the Creator, that *according to the mea- 
ſure of its eſtabliſhment by faith, no crea- 
ted comprehenſible thing can either adde 
to it, or detraRt from it; the increaſe of a 
Kingdome cannot augment it, the greateſt 
leſs and croflcs in worldly things cannot 
diminiſh it, a believers good works do all 
flow from it, and ought not to return. to it 
neither ought kumane frailties to moleſt it: 
however this 1s moſt certain, neither ſinnor 
Satan, law nor conſcience, hell nor grave, 
Can Quite extinguiſh it, for it is the Lord a- 
: | lone 
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lone that gives and »maintaines it : hom 
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have I in Heaven but thee, faith David, and If. 73. 25: 


there 14 none upon earth that I deſire beſides 
thee : it is the pleaſant face of God in 
Chriſt, thac puts gladneſle into his heart, 
Pſal.4.7. and when that face is hid, then 
he is troubled, P/a/.30.7.Bur to ſpeak more 
lainly ; though the peace and joy of true 
lievers, may be exrenuated or dimini- 
thed, yer doth the teſtimony of their being 
in nature retnain ſoſtrong, that thy could 
Skill co ſay, yea, even when they have felt 
God to be withdrawing hutaſelt trom them 
My God, my Goa, why bat thou forſaken 
me ? yea, and in the nighc of Gods abſcoce 
to remain contident, that though ſorrow be 
over night, yet Joy will come in the m:rnivg : 
Nay, though the Lord ſhould ſeeme to 1.ull 
them with unkindenefle, yer Wil! they put 
their truſt in him, knowing that for all this. 


their Redeemer liveth, ſo ftrong us the joy of 


their Lord: theſe are the people thac are 
kept tn perſe(t peace, becauſe their mind:s arc 
ſtayed in the Lord. Wherefore, my deare 
friends and loving neighbours, I beſeech 
you, take heed of deeming any eſtate hip- 
Py, untill you come to tinde this true peace 
and reſt to your foules in God : O, beware 
leſt any of you do content your felves with 
a peace rather of ſpeculacion, then of pow- 
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er! O, be not ſatisfied with fuch a peace: as 
conſiſteth either in the a& of oblivion, or 
negle& of examination ! nor yet in any 
brain- ſick ſuppoſition of knowledge theo- 
logicall and divine, and fo frame rationall 
concluſions to protract time, and ſtill the 
cries of an accuſing conſcience; but let your 
kearts take their laſt farewell of falſe feli- 
cities, wherewith they have been all of 
them more or leſſe detained, and kept from 
their true reſt ; O be ſtrong in reſolution ! 
and bid them all farewell ; for what have 
your ſoules to do any longer, among theſe 
grofle thick and bodily things here below, 

that you ſhould ſet your love upon them, 
or ſeek happineſle in thern, your ſoules are 
of a higher and purer nature, and therefore 
their well-being muſt be ſought in ſome- 
thing that is higher aud purer then they, c- 
ven in God himſclfe, 

True it is, that we are all of us indeed 
too uncleane to touch God in an immedi- 
ate unity ; but yer there is a pure counter- 
part of our natures, and that pure humani- 
ry is immediately knit to the pureſt deity, 
and by that immediate union, you may 
come to a mediate union; for the deity 
and that humanity being united, make one 
ſaviour, head and husband of ſoules ; and ſo 
you being married to him, that is God, in 
x him 
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him you come alſo-to be one with God," he 
one by perſonall union, and you one by 1 
myſticall. Cleare up then your eyes, and 
fix it on him as on the faireſt of men, the 
perfection of ſpirituall beauty, the trea- 
{ure of heavenly joy, the true objet of 
moſt fervent love : let your ſpirits look, 
and long, and luſt for this Lord ; let your 
foules cleave to him, let them hang about 
him, and never leave him,till he be broughr 
into the chambers of your ſoules; yea, 
cell him reſolutely you will not leave him 
fill you heare his voice in your ſoules, ſay- 
ing, my wel] beloved is mine, and I ain his; 
yea, and tell him you are ſicke of love, ler 
your ſqules go,as it were, out of your bo- 
dyes, and out of the world by heavenly 
contemplations, and treading upon the 
earth with the bottome of your feet ; 
ſtretch your ſoulsup to look over the world, 
into that upper world where her treaſure 
is, and where her beloved dwelleth. 

And when any of your ſoules ſhall thus 

forget her owne people, and her fathers houſe, 
Chriſt her King ſhall /o deſire her beauty, and 
be ſo much in love with her, that like a 
Load-ſtone this love of his ſhall draw the 

ſoule in pure defire to him againe, and then 
' as the Hearg panteth after the Rivers of Water, pp. 
ſo will yonr ſoule pant after God, NT

And then according to the meaſare of 
your faith, your ſoules ſhall come to have 
a reall reſt in God, and be filled with joy 
unſpeakable and glorious. 

Wherfore I beſeech you ſet your mouths 
to this fountaine Chriſt, and ſo ſhall your 
ſoulcs be filled with the water of life, with 
the oyle of gladneſſe, and with the new 
wine of the Kingdome of God ; from him 

u ſhall have weighty joyes, ſweet em- 

racements, and raviſhing conſelations, 
and how can it be otherwiſe, when your 
foules ſhall really communicate with Ged, 
and by faith have a true taſte, and by the 
ſpirit have a ſure earneſt of all heavenly 
preferments, having as it were one foot in 
heaven, whilſt you live upon earth, O then 
what an Euchariſticall love will ariſe from 
your thankefull hearts, extending it ſelfe 
firſt towards God, and then towards man 
for Gods ſake;&then according to the mea.

forth her fruite : for the ſoule having ta- 
ſted Chriſt in an heavenly communion, ſo

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Chrift Jeſus comes into the ſoule by his ſpi- 
rit, the more ſpirituall he makes her , and 
turns her will into his will , making her of 
one heart, mind, and will with him. 

So that for a concluſion, this I ſay, that if 
the everlaſting love of God in Jeſus Chriſt 
be truly made known to your ſouls, (accor. 
ding to the meaſure thereof) you ſhall have 
no need, to frame and force your ſelves to 
love and do good works,for your ſoule will 
ever ſtand bound to love God,and to keepe 
his Commandements , and it will bee your 
meat and drink to do his will, and truly this 
love of God will cut downe ſelfe-love, and 
love of the world ; for the ſweetneſle of 
Chriſts Spirit , will turne the ſweetneſle of 
the fleſh into bitterneſle ; and the ſweetnes 
of the world into contempt. And if you can 
behold Chriſt with open face, you ihall ſee 
and feel things unutterable; and be changed 
from beauty to Leauty, from glory to glory 
by the Spirit of this Lord ; and fo be happy 
in this life in your union 'with happineſle, 
and happy. hereafter in the full fruition of 
happinefle, whether the Lord Jeſus Chriſt 
bring us all in his due time, Amen.
